And it feems, That 
he is a Non-Conformiff, you have made 
that out Plainly, But is hea Diffenzer too? 

Rebearfal. Every Nor=‘onform'ft is a Dif- 
fenter inhis Mind, “Elfe he wou’d Conform. 
But he do’s not openly Declare his Diffent, 
therefore wecall him not a Diffenter. That 
name we give to thofe who openly Difins 
and gotofeparate Adeerings. In which fenfe, 
tho’ every Diffenter is a Non-Confirmift, 
yet every Nonconformft is not a Diffenter. 

Countryem. With leave, Adafter, I think 

a Diffenter ought not to be call’d a Non- 
Conformift. For he who quite Forfakes any 
Church or Society, and is no longer.a AZem- 
ber of it, cannot properly he faid not to 
Conform to the Rules of that Society, becaufe 
he has Forfaken the Society it felf, and there- 
fore is no longer under any of its Rules or 
Orders. As in our Country fafhion, if a 
Man Qnits any Cl.db or Company he do’s 
not like, he may be faid to Diffent from 
them; but after he has Left them, he can- 
not be faid not to Conform to the Cujfoms 
of that Club, for he’s no longer of them. 
Or if I turn off a Servant, or he Leaves 
me, he cannot, after that, be faid to be an 
Ir-regular Servant, as not Conforming to the 
Rules of my Family. for he’s no longer of 
it. This you have Inftructed me, Aafer, 
in your Rehearfal. N. 20. Which I always 
carry in my Pocket. It fhews plainly, 
that the Cafe is thesfame in a Church, 
Kingdom, Army, or any other Society, as 
in a Family. Heaven and Earth are call’d 
one Family, as being under one Lord and 

Head. And the firft Sin was a Non-Confor-

_mity in Lucifer and his Rebel-Angels, againft 


the Occonomy Infticuted by the A4after of the 
Family. Which came at laf to an open 
Diffent and War, anda total Separation of 
thefe Diffenters, intoa new Family and King- 
dom of their own, under the new King 
whom they had Chofen. 


Rehearf. Ym Pleas’d, Country-nsan, to find 
that you take my Notions fo Readily, and 
Impreve upon. them. Therefore from hence- 
forth let the word ~Nop-Conformift be Ap- 
ply’d only to the Low-Church, and that of 
Diffenter to thofe of Separate Communions. 
Then we: fhall under ftand WHO is WHO, 

( 2g) Country. m. But then, AMafter, 1 muft 
ask whieh of thefe is the Be/t, or the Worf ? 
For isit not better to bein the Communion 
of a True Church, tho’ I keep not up Ex- 
adtly to all her Rwlesand Rubricks, than to 
be Quite out of her Coxsmunion, and in Com- 
munion With Notorious’ Schi/maticks, who-are 
out of the Communion of the whole Ca- 
tholick-Church ? 

Rekear{. 1f my not Obferving the Rubrick 
and Rules of the Church, be through Jgne- 
rance, or Neglett, or other Means of Hu- 
man Jnfirmity, by which we Commit other 
Sins, this maft go upon the fame Score. Sut 
if it be through Princéple, and Diflike tv the 
Church, and a greater Afeétion I have to 
the Diffenters way; then I think a 2on- 
Conformaife as much worfe than a Diffenter, 
as an Enemy within my Wads, and who is 
Trufted and Employ'd by me, is woerfe than 
2ojopen and Profefs'd Enemies, who FAIR- 
LY Befiege me. I am upon my Defence a- 
gainft the One, but the Orher is an Affafine, 
and Srobs me behind my Back. Befides, fuch 
will never be Reckon’d by God as true Mem- 
bers of his Church, who ftay in her Commu- 
nion on Purpofe to Betray her. It will be 
more Tolerable for Diffenters in the Fudg- 
ment than for Thefe. Than for a Man who 
has fubfcrib’d Afent and Confent, and yet — 
neither Affents nor Conferts. Than for a 
Man who having Subfcrib’d' the Homiles, to 
Qualify himfelf for a Zeving. afterwards 
Preaches againft thofe Laws which Enjoin’d 
it, and Direétly in the Face of thofe Homi- 
lies, which he has already Sub/crib’d.- Who 
Interprets the 13¢h. to the Romans ( Quite 
Contrary to what the Homiles do) not on- 
ly to make it Lawful, but Honowrable and 
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C ‘he pring oe, if he Diffikes his 
_Leminifit jon, or-his unknown Defigns ; and 
to Place the Origsmal of all Pewer in the Peo- 
ple, and firch like A4obbif) Principles, againft 
which the Homiles do ftrenuoufly Difpute. | 

(3. ) Country-m. Have a care, Mafter, 
thefe Men will Anfwer you like the Od/er- 
vater and Review, that you fpeak againft 
the Revolution. } 

Rehear{. Théy Dare not Colntry-man, | 
lave Pegg’d them down there. I have told 
them That the Revolution Proceeded upon 
the Vacancy and Abdication. And they 
who wou’d put it upon the ‘Depofing Do- 
rine, do it on Purpofe to Expofe the Re- 
volution, and make it as Black as 1648. As 
the Obfervator and Review have done, with 
their De-Collation and De-Truncation, their 
Dry and Wet Martyrdom &c. Which no 
Man ‘can do, without making a very Te/t 
of the Convention, and all its Proceedings ! 

Country-m. But, Mafter, did it not go 
upon the Power of the People ? 

Rehearf. No. For were all Charters dif- 
folv’d, and every Man left to his Original 
Freedom? Was the Confent of every /ndi- 
vidual ask’d as in the State of Natare? 
Did not the Corporations Elect, as they us’d 
to do in Farlament-times? which made 
us fay there was no Change in our Conft:- 
tution. So that the Revolution gives no 
Countenance either to the Depofing Dottria, 
or Power of the People. And they who 
wou'd Inferr either of thefe from it, are 
the Greatelt Enemies to it. 

Country-m. Then our lVin-Cons Ware quite 
Dis-Arm’d' Many of ‘em Preach’d np the 
Depofing Dorin, and Power of the People, 
becaufe they thought the Revolution woud 
Bear ’em out in it. They had as Good 
go quite over to the Diffenters, fince they 
have Embrac’d all their Principles. 

Rehearf. 1 with they wou’d. And then 
we fhon’d be in lefs Danger from them. 

Country-m. They will, when the Advan- 
tage lies on that Side. For Men always 
follow their Inclinations, where there is no 
Biafs to the Contrary. 

(4.) But, Zafer, How fhall we know 
thefe Non-Cons ? For they come Conftant- 
ly both to Courch and Pulpit. 

Rebearf. Yow know ‘em by their Do- 
ttrine. Whoever therefore Preaches the De- 
pofing Doétrine, or Power’ in the People; fet 
your Afark upon him. You have a Non- 
Con Affaredly. But there is a Trying time 
a coming, that is, the 30rh. of this Afonth. 
You may know a Non-Con then, by the 
Mouths that he Makes, and how he Treats 
the Subjeft of the Day. Some Quite leave 
it off, and Talk of fomething elfe. Others 
Mumble it, as an Afs do’s Thiffles. While 
others Entertain you wholly with the 44/- 
carriages of K. Char, 1.as the Occajiens which 
brought on the Tragedy of that Day: But 
without a word of the Juiquity of Refiftance, 
and lifting up your Hand againft the - 
nointed of the Lord. Which fort of Di/- 
courfes are indeed a Vindication of the Re- 

gicids, and a Ridiculing of the Day.

Rebear{, The fame, the fame, Countryamag 
And there is a Natural Reafon for in, 5 
no Man can have any Authority over x 
ther, of whatever -fort, but from Ged, Iti 
from Flim that Kings, Fathers, and Mite, 
derive their Power. Reis Him, who fis 
Supream King, ‘Father, and Adafter. 
Whoever Alter this Divine Right as t 
Kings, and make them Derive from the Pp), 
ple, they muft of Courfe diflolve all Dining 
Right in the Inferior Relations of Father; and 
Children, Mafters and Servants. Andit mutt 
be the fame as to Ecclefiaftical Governme 
They will never let that be Divine, whey 
the Relt are Human, They wou’d have. 
very thing in their own Power. 

Therefore you will find the Non-Cons tal 
as Precarioxfly of LEpifcopacy, as Monarcly 
And againit all Rules and Orders in the 
Church, as well as in the State. 

I can tell where feveral Clergy-man dinn'd 
at a Clergy-man’s houfe in London, and the 
Difcourfe arifing about the Divine Right of 
Epifcopacy, it pafs’d in the Negative, mith. 
out one of them Interpofing a word tothe 
Contrary. This I have from one that was 
Prefent, a Man‘ of Senfe, and undoubted 
Repatation. 

I have it likewife from good Hands, tha 
at the’ Kings Head-Tavern in Oxford, where 
there were 18 or 19 in Company, moft of 
W—m College, and a Health being be, 
gun, which was, The Church of England 
by Law Eftablifh’d, one W—ta Fellow of that 
College, Interrupted the Health, and Chang’ 
it thus, To a Whiggifo Church witheut Cer 
monies. 1 mean not by this to Reflect in 
the leaft upon that Colege; for far the Ma 
jority of the Fellows of that College bear the 
Character of Men of good Principles, and 
well Affected to the Church, and to the 
Queen. But I mention this to fhew what 
our Low-Non-Cons liadin View, at leaft will 
Comply with to Gratity the Diffenters, This 
was in June 1704, to fhew this is né new 
Thought taken up of a Suddain, but what 
their Conftant Principles are. 

(6.) And this ftrikes the more upon 
my Fancy, becaufe The Hiftory of Non-Confor- 
mity, lately Printed, tells us, Pref. p. 2. That 
the Affembly of Divine at Weftminfter ( who 
made Root and Branch Work with Epsfcopacy, 
Lyturgy, and our whole Conffitution) were 
all, except 8 or 9, Men who had Receiv’d 
Epifcopal Ordination in the Church of England, 
had Liv’d in her Communion, and Enjoy'd 
her Benefices. And ’tis an Old faying, 
What has been, may be. 

(7.) Country-m. Since you are upon Stories, 
Ti] tell-you one Later, AZaffer, 1 met with 
in my Travels, The beginning of this fame 
Month, an Independent of Brandford read ina 
Publick Houfe the Queen’s Proclamation of 
the Church not being in Davger, and after he 
had Read it, he faid, with a Merry Glee, 
Then the Queen is Refolu’d the Church of Ene 
gland {hall come down. Being ak’d by one (Mt. 
Ssepbens) what he meant, he Repeated it again.
